In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawinq(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01(f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01 (g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

(i) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 21 is objected to because the lines are crowded too closely together, 
making reading and entry of amendments difficult. A substitute claim with lines one 
and one-half or double spaced on good quality paper is required. See 37 CFR 1 .52(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Lines 2-12 are confusing since the claim states that the 
weight meets the requirements of said method, but then states "until retrieval from 
casting is implemented". It is not clear what requirements the weight meets then ? Nor 
is it clear what the requirements of the method are in the first place ? It is not clear how 
the rounded hemisphere relates to the first end an opposite second end ? The claim 
should recite - a smoothly rounded hemisphere head terminating in a first end and an 
opposite second end-. In line 28, it is not clear what said hole is perpendicular to ? 

3. Claim 21 recites the limitation "the tight line method of fishing" in line 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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4. Claim 21 recites the limitation "the requirements of said method" in line 4. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

5. Claim 21 recites the limitation "the static functions" in lines 10-11. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

6. Claim 21 recites the limitation "said obliquely inclined feature" in line 22. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

7. Claim 21 recites the limitation "either side" in lines 28-29. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim since "side has not been previously 
recited in the claim. 

8. Claim 21 recites the limitation "the free end" in line 31. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claim 21 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
